Association officials and mem- 
bers have worked with officials of 
the MarKaret I. King I.ibrar> to 
make this project of use to his- 
torians. Studying the past, present, 
and future, in the state and na- 
tion. Aided by an appropriation 
to the library by C;o\ernor Law- 
rence W. Wetherby and his ad-

iloor of the Journalism Building. 

It is scheduled to be in operation 
by the first of December. The 
microfilm laboratory will be super- 
vised bv Miss Polly Warren, as- 
sisted by student help.

Miss Woodward directed the 
work-study seminar for American 
students on several summer trips 
to Europe. She was the leader of 
college students from this country 
who studied sociological and eco- 
nomic problems in Europe under 
the sponsorship of the national 
student YMCA and YWCA. 

In the summer of 1948 Miss 
Woodward was one of the directors 
of a leadership training project at 
Union Theological Seminary where 
she tauKht leadership in Christian 
associations She directed a similar 
course in the summer of 1950 in 
the Pacific School of Religion in 
Berkeley. Calif. 

A native of San Antonio. Texas, 
Miss Woodward Is an Episcopalian 
She holds an A B. degree from 
Southern Methodist University and 
a Masters degree in Christian 
Education lrom Columbia Uni- 
versity.

Dr. Probst is taking Dr. John 
H. Ubhen > place in the Modern 
F o reigO L aneuaue Department, 
while the latter la taking his place

Berlin. 

Dr. Probst said that in Germany 
•dementary education is compul- 
sory, bet only eight per cent of 
the averagf-age youn^ters can 
afford to go to regular high 
schools. There are many teen- 
agers whs; go to graft ssional schools 
twice a week, learn a certain kind 
of technique, and on the other 
band work four ria>s for the rest 
of the week. 

More than 50 per cent of the 
hiuh school graduate- go to uni- 
versities. To graduate from high 
school one has to pass the Abitur. 
The Abitur is a final examination 
for graduation in which German. 
English, math, history, geography, 
arts, music, physical education, 
chemistry, physics, and biology 
are ir.c'.uded. Otherwise ahe is not 
able to take an entrance examina- 
tion for going to universities. 

Language training is considered 
very important in the educational 
system in Germany Dr. Probst 
stated. A chUd at 10 has to start 
to learn English, and then grad- 
ually he is guided to learn French. 
Latin, and Greek. 

"We German kids dno't have 
much time to have fun as Ameri- 
can pupils do here." said Dr. 
Probst. "One just has to work so 
hard in order to carry on all as- 
signments and homework. But 
anywav. I like the various social 
activities here in this country."
